ACE Takes City 


Ownership of Theater Near, 
City Ponders the Operations

City attorney Robert Manzi 
began discussion at the Green- 
belt City Council worksession on 
July 24 on the leasing and man- 
agement of the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre by sketching out a time 
line for the theater’s acquisition. 
The documents first have to be 
prepared, he said, and filed with 
the state and with the Prince 
George’s County land records of- 
fice. If all goes well, Manzi said 
he hopes the city may be able to 
take ownership within 30 days. 

That prospect seemed to ener- 
gize all councilmembers present 
(Alan Turnbull being away). As 
Councilmember Thomas White 
put it, “This is a new venture for 
everyone.” 

In preparing for the meeting, 
Manzi had met with City Man- 
ager Michael P. McLaughlin and 
the two of them had prepared a 
draft agreement that was distrib- 
uted to councilmembers. One 
part consisted of a lease arrange- 
ment to be signed jointly by the 
city and the theater’s present 
manager Paul Sanchez. The other 
was an operating agreement be- 
tween both parties. 

Council was clear that the city 
had neither the staff nor the ex- 
pertise to operate a movie theater 
at the present time on its own 
initiative. On the other hand, as 


owner, the city expects to make 
use of the facility for other pur- 
poses during hours when movies 
are not being shown. For this 
reason, the parameters under 
which this joint use can be car- 
ried out must be agreed upon. 

Another issue is the pro- 
posed, and necessary, renovation 
of the structure. How this can 
be carried out without interfering 
with the scheduling of the movie 
showings was a major concern. 
Keeping the theater dark for any 
period of time was seen as jeop- 
ardizing its market potential, as 
devotees who changed to other 
venues might not return. 

Agreement 

White stressed the importance 
of the city’s taking “a clean slate 
approach” with Sanchez. He 
asked McLaughlin and Manzi to 
meet soon with Sanchez to draw 
him out about his own desires 
concerning the arrangement. For 
example, certain issues have 
never been resolved about the 
metering of utilities. Until the 
present time the water use of 
Pleasant Touch, which occupies 
basement space underneath the 
stage, has been charged to the 
metered account of the theater. 

In executive session with

Issues Before 


New School Board Members 


With schools opening in less 
than a month, Greenbelt’s Advi- 
sory Committee on Education 
(ACE) met with new Prince 
George’s County school board 
members Abby Crowley and Jose 
Morales on July 16 to discuss a 
wide range of issues. Mayor 
Judith Davis and councilmember 
Ed Putens also participated in the 
discussion. 

It was reported that sixth 
graders from Springhill Lake EI- 
ementary School may stay an- 
other year at Greenbelt Middle 
School due to two factors — over- 
crowding at Springhill Lake EI- 
ementary School and the pos- 
sible delay in opening the new 
Berwyn Heights school, where 
classrooms are not complete and 
the cafeteria may not open until 
late fall. ACE member Eva Griffin, 
the committee’s liaison with 
Springhill Lake Elementary School 
(SHL), said that boundary 
changes have affected a number 
of students and that some stu- 
dents living in Springhill Lake 
apartments may be moved to 
Berwyn Heights school. 

Boundary issues are not 
carved in stone,” Crowley said, 
noting the problems posed by 
construction delays at Berwyn 
Heights.

Mayor Davis said that the 
Greenbelt City Council has sent a 
letter suggesting that the 
Springhill Lake sixth graders re- 
main at Greenbelt Middle School 
one more year due to the uncer- 
tainty about Berwyn Heights. If 
the students returned to SHL, be- 
cause of overcrowding the school 
would have to house three sixth 
grade classes in the gymnasium. 

ACE Chair Leta Mach briefed 
Crowley and Morales on the his- 
tory and structure of ACE, includ- 
ing such successes as_ the 
School Resource Officer program 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
which has become a model for 
the nation and has been insti- 
tuted in high schools throughout 
Prince George’s County. Other 
popular programs include the 
ACE awards for students and 
educators, annual PTA presidents’ 
meeting, citizens’ forums, annual 
principals’ meeting, the Buy a 
Book program, job fair, and read- 
ing club. 

Each ACE member serves as a 
liaison with an area school, and 
they updated board members on 
issues facing each school. 

Eleanor Roosevelt 

Jackie Magness of ACE re- 
ported that the challenge last 
year at ERHS was the loss of 


teachers and temporaries, and the 
lack of space for standardized 
testing. 

Crowley said she was con- 
cerned about the impact on en- 
richment programs, and the loss 
of an esteemed drama teacher 
who had been employed half- 
time. Parents are meeting to try 
to find ways to save that posi- 
tion, although private funds can- 
not be used to meet personnel 
needs. “Eleanor Roosevelt is a 
wonderful place, but it has a lot 
of needs,”’ Crowley said. 

On another issue, Morales 
noted that about 11 students 
studying Russian in other parts

Royal D. Breashears Dies, 
A Former GHI Manager

Royal Dolen 
Breashears, 83, 
former Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. General 
Manager died in a 
Nags Head nursing 
home on Monday, 
July 29 after a long 
illness. Breashears 
had retired to the 
North Carolina Outer 
Banks in 1980 with 
his wife, Vera, a na- 
tive of Kitty Hawk. 

For 27 years, 
Breashears had been 
associated with the housing co- 
operative. He joined it as an ac- 
countant not long after its incor- 
poration in January 1953. Within 
a year he became its comptroller. 
In 1958 he was appointed assis- 
tant manager and, in 1962, he be- 
came the corporation’s third gen- 
eral manager. At 18 years, he re- 
mains the longest serving general 
manager of the organization. 
During his tenure with GHI 
Breashears worked with more than 
20 different boards and a large — 
sometimes cumbersome — mem- 
bership that he referred to as “his 
bosses.” 

While he worked for the cor- 
poration, GHI became one of the 
most stable cooperatives in the 
United States. In the early years,

Breashears was in- 
volved in setting 
up the books of 
the cooperative — 
in a very real sense 
helping the corpo- 
ration to establish 
its own identity af- 
ter its separation 
from the federal 
government. Since 
GHI at that time 
was virtually syn- 
onymous with the 
town itself, many 
projects undertaken 
in the early years helped to chart 
the future direction of Greenbelt. 

While with the corporation, 
Breashears helped to: prepare a 
master land use plan for undevel- 
oped areas of Greenbelt; organize 
the Lakeside Homeowners, Inc. 
as a sales cooperative; encourage 
the formation of the Woodland 
Hills cooperative to purchase and 
develop homesites on Woodland 
Way and Northway; purchase the 
North End store on Laurel Hill 
Road and the Medical Center on 
Ridge Road for restoration as 
homes; oversee construction of 
25 townhomes and four free- 
standing homes for larger fami- 
lies; engage in numerous battles

Community Center Window 
To Be Restored as Model

Probably more than half the 
people who frequent’ the 
Greenbelt Community Center 
have never seen the window (at 
least from the inside) that is the 
likely candidate for restoration 
under a new grant the city has 
received. That’s because the 
window in question is located in 
the first-floor men’s rest room. 

The city was notified in early 
July that the State of Maryland’s 
Year 2003 Historic Preservation 
Capital Grant Program under the 
Maryland Department of Housing 
and Community Development has 
allocated $20,000 to conduct a 
model demonstration of “steel 
sash restoration and associated 
repairs.” The city applied for the 
grant after the only bids to re- 
place or repair the windows of 
the original 1937 structure came 
in thousands of dollars above 
the city’s estimate. 

This particular window is un- 
der consideration as the specimen 
example because its steel frame is 
probably the most heavily rusted 
of any in the building. Accord- 
ing to Community Center Super- 
visor Joe McNeal, the frame is 
corroded right through. “You can 
see daylight in some places,” he 
said. However, Program Director 
Hy Myers of the firm that will 
oversee the renovation, Vitetta 
Architecture of Philadelphia, will 


make the final choice. 

Myers, who is a specialist in 
historic preservation, supervised 
the 1995 restoration of the build- 
ing after its acquisition from the 
county Board of Education. As a 
cost-saving measure at that time, 
the original windows were left in- 
tact. 

Condition Unknown 

McNeal acknowledged that 
previous bidders for restoring the 
windows had had difficulty deter- 
mining the scope of the project 
because the essential condition 
of the original steel framing, and 
of the lintels, was unknown. By 
using a specimen window as a 
guide, potential bidders could 
better cost out the whole project, 
McNeal said. The city might 
also need to scale down the 
project, he added. In addition, 
carrying out a prototype model 
would allow the city to observe 
the quality of workmanship of 
the contractor selected. 

In fact, the grant application 
suggests an even broader use for 
what may be learned on the 
Community Center project — that 
is, “a benefit to future window 
restoration projects throughout 
the state.” The application indi- 
cates that lack of knowledge 
about what is entailed in such

Post Office Suit Ils Scheduled Next Week 


The City of Greenbelt lawsuit 
to condemn the land proposed 
for a new United States Post Of- 
fice facility is scheduled for a 
three-day trial on August 5, 6, 
and 7 in Prince George’s County 
Circuit Court in Upper Marlboro. 
However, the involved parties are 
apparently pursuing a continu- 
ance of the case. In setting next 
week’s hearing, Judge Thomas P. 
Smith noted, “there will be no fur- 
ther continuance for any reason.” 

The city has believed that a 
settlement would be reached 
among the defendants prior to 
next week’s court hearing. In the 
event that this occurs, the case 
will probably be dismissed.

Royal D. Breashears, 1919-2002 


A Good Manager, A Good Friend 


Royal D. 
Breashears and I 
became manag- 
ers in Greenbelt 
in 1962 — he as 
General Manager , 
of Greenbelt | 
Homes,  Inc., 
where nearly all 
residents of | 
Greenbelt lived 
at the time, and 
I as City Man- 
ager. I never re- | 
garded him asa & 
newcomer 
though, as he 
had been on the 
job for a while 
and with GHI 
even longer, 
while I was 
fresh out of Illi- 
nois and arrived late in the year, 
in the middle of December. Since 
we both worked for elected bodies 
and for the citizens of Greenbelt, 
we had a lot in common. While 
our personalities were quite differ- 
ent, we got along well with each 
other and became fast friends. 

My first recollection of Roy 
was when he came to see me 
carrying a map of GHI with lines 
in different colors. The lines rep- 
resented the interior sidewalk sys- 
tem and the colors showed which 
were to be maintained by the city 
and which were to be maintained 
by GHI. In Greenbelt, where the 
city manager and the housing 
manager were one and the same 
for the early years of the city’s 
operation and where all property 
was once owned by the U.S. 
government, there was still great 
confusion as to the division of 
responsibilities between the two 
entities. I, having come from a 
more normal community with well- 
drawn property lines, asked Roy 
which sidewalks were on city 
property and which were on GHI 
property. That had not been 
considered and Roy took his map 
back to figure that out. We even- 
tually reached agreement on terri- 
torial responsibility. 

Greenbelt was rapidly chang- 
ing then. Lakeside, Woodland 
Hills and Lakewood subdivisions 
of single-family homes were al- 
ready built. The massive 
Springhill Lake apartment complex 
was under construction as was 
Lakeside extended, Lakeside 
North apartments and Boxwood 
Village. The future was clear that 
city interests would have to in- 
clude the interests of all these 
new areas. It was important that 
there were clear lines of delinea- 
tion between GHI and the city. 
Roy and I spent much time work- 
ing out these issues. 

Roy was affable, gregarious 
and rotund — a jolly giant that 
most found extremely likeable. 
We often would break away from 
our heavy schedules and exten- 
sive night meetings to have 
lunch, together. We both en- 
joyed good food and the good 
conversation that went with it.

homes showing the signs of wear 
and tear and the need for greater 
maintenance, steam pipes burst- 
ing, fuel costs rising, and roofs 
leaking, there were many com- 
plaints and much unhappiness 
over GHI operations and propos- 
als to increase monthly charges 
to accomplish rehabilitation. Roy 
soothed many an unhappy home- 
owner with his good humor, sym- 
pathetic understanding and will- 
ingness to do whatever he could 
to resolve their problems. 

Roy loved to fish. Occasion- 
ally he would talk me into quit- 
ting early and heading to the 
Chesapeake Bay for a little shore 
fishing. Roy would haul the fish 
in. I struggled to get my hook 
into the water. 

A native of Arkansas and 
Oklahoma, Roy served in the 
Coast Guard in Norfolk. There he 
met a girl from Kitty Hawk, Vera 


Beacham, and con- 
vinced her to become 
his wife. All through 
his work career he 
longed for the Outer 
Banks and the time 
when he could go fish- 
ing any time he wanted 
to. Vera called him 
“Bush.” She would 
say it in her thick 
| North Carolina drawl so 
“== that it was a word of at 
least two syllables. I 
suppose I heard the 
story behind that nick- 
name, but have since 
forgotten it. 

When Roy retired in 
1980, he and Vera 
headed for the beach. 
I think they came back 
to Green-belt just one 
time after that. Surprisingly, 
though, Roy quickly tired of fish- 
ing and in a few years quit en- 
tirely. 

Other friends of Roy and Vera 
from Greenbelt and I remember 
many happy times staying at 
Vera’s family-owned motel in 
Kitty Hawk. It became a tradition 
for a group of us to go there in 
October for a long weekend of 
fishing, fish eating and relaxing 
on the beach. Some of us still 
do try to get down there each 
year even though the family sold 
the motel years ago. You didn’t 
have to tell Roy and Vera when 
you'd be there. They’d hear it 
from the motel, and soon after 
you arrived, they would show up 
at your doorstep with a friendly 
greeting. 

As time passed, Roy slowed 
down. He finally had to give up 
driving. Last October, we visited

with developers and county offi- 
cials to protect the community 
from encroachment from extensive 
proposed developments; engage 
architectural and engineering con- 
sultants to evaluate GHI buildings 
and recommend actions for their 
renovation; plan the conversion 
from steam heat to a hot water 
heat system and shape critical 
decisions concerning rehabilita- 
tion and heat conversion pro- 
grams. 
Recollections 

Joan Krob, GHI’s director of 
member services was Breashears’ 
secretary. She described him as 
one who could be a strict task- 
master, but understanding and jo- 
vial as well. He saw GHI through 
a turbulent period with under- 
ground steam pipes bursting and 
the cost of heating fuel skyrock- 
eting and wrecking the GHI bud- 
get. Krob recalls the extensive 
work he performed to come up 
with alternative budget options 
to accommodate the high heating 
costs. She noted that that was 
before computers were available 
to quickly do the calculations. 
“Many members sought his coun- 
sel to resolve neighbor prob- 
lems,” she said. She also recalled 
him as a loyal family man. 

Current General Manager 
Gretchen Overdurff never met 
Breashears, who left the corpora- 
tion long before she was hired. 
However, she said that those em- 
ployees who had worked for him 
held him in high regard and re- 
ferred to him as one of the best 
managers that GHI has had. “He 
did a really good job,” she said. 
“He instituted a number of good 
practices.” 

Greenbelt News Review News 
Editor Elaine Skolnik recalled 
Breashears as one who was al- 
ways willing to educate her when 
she first took over gathering 
news after her husband, Al, died. 
“As a reporter, I found his door 
to be always open,” she said. 
When the News Review and the 
Skolniks were sued for libel, a 
case in which it became neces- 
sary for the U.S. Supreme Court 
to vindicate them, Skolnik recalled

the quiet help Breashears gave to 
them. “He was really a sweetie 
pie.” Breashears saw to it that 
those volunteers and legal coun- 
sel helping to prepare the case 
for trial were equipped with elec- 
tric typewriters to use. “I don’t 
know what we would have done 
without those’ typewriters,” 
Skolnik said.

Breashears was born in 
Washita, Ark. He was a veteran 
of World War II having served in 
the U.S. Coast Guard. He was 
an active member of the 
Greenbelt Lions Club and was, at 
one time, its King Lion (presi- 
dent).

Sea, Fla. and James Matthew and 
a grandson, Geoffrey Burns, sur- 
vive him.

council, Sanchez had also desig- 
nated what he felt was his mini- 
mum profit margin to continue 
operations — a figure that council 
did not reveal in the worksession. 
However, several of the current 
financial arrangements with owner 
George Christacos, on which fu- 
ture theater income can be esti- 
mated, will necessarily change 
under city ownership. (His 
monthly payments on his debt to 
the city will be reduced, for ex- 
ample. In addition, the city 
would lose certain tax revenues if 
Greenbelt should be designated 
by the State as an Arts District.) 

Sanchez has been paying 
$1,500 per month for use of the 
theater, or $18,000 per year. He 
cleared $57,000 last year, 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
indicated, estimating that the 
profit margin will probably be 
higher next year. Someone sug- 
gested that the operating agree- 
ment might specify that first-run 
films should be shown. 

To this point, Robert Haupt, 
the theater’s projectionist, who 
was sitting in the audience at the 
meeting, objected. When you run 
first-run films, he said, you must 
keep them for a month and “they 
take 80 percent of the cost.” Ifa 
film does not do well, you are 
stuck with a non-profitable choice. 
“We do better with second-run, or 
art films,” he said — “films that 
play around in an area.” He 
named as an example the current- 
running “My Big, Fat Greek Wed- 
ding.” The Greenbelt Theatre is 
one of two in the region that is 
showing the film. 

Mayor Judith Davis concurred. 
“We seem to be developing a 
niche,” she said. 

Housekeeping 

Contemplating the potential 
shared use of the facility, White 
said the operating agreement must 
include specifics concerning such 
issues as rights of access and

cleaning up after an event. Davis 
agreed. “Who does what clean- 
ing?” she asked. “And when? 
And what about painting?” 

Roberts said that interior 
painting should be the tenant’s 
responsibility but that exterior 
painting should be the city’s. 

Eileen Peterson, a member of 
Friends of the Greenbelt Theatre, 
who was present at the meeting, 
said she knew that Sanchez was 
very aware of the historic art deco 
history of the theater, but “all 
doors are a problem... in an 
earlier renovation of all the build- 
ings in the Roosevelt Center, new, 
extra-heavy, hard-to-use doors had 
been installed,” she said. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
said the operating agreement 
should specify that no subleasing 
would be allowed. There should 
also be a provision in the lease, 
he said, about what would hap- 
pen if Sanchez could not operate 
for some period because of the 
process of renovation. 

“There will be renovation,” 
McLaughlin stressed. “It belongs 
in the lease.” 

Davis added that soundproof- 
ing iS a major issue. 

White suggested that lists of 
issues of concern to the tenant 
and those to the owner would 
be useful. Manzi agreed. “We 
could include these as an ex- 
hibit,” he added. 

Things to Do 

At this point Davis checked 
through a list of things to do: 1. 
Prepare an operating agreement. 
2. Prepare a list of responsibilities. 
3. Set up an executive session. 
4. Work out a renovation plan. 
On the fourth item, she added: 
“Who should do that? Public 
Works? The Planning Depart- 
ment?” 

“Both,” said McLaughlin. He 
added that they needed to talk 
with others in the field, architects 
or designers, who could make 
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recommendations. He felt the 
city could utilize the renovation 
of the Community Center as an 
analogy. 

Peterson interjected that since 
December 29, 1990, “Sanchez has 
supported the theater with profits 
from his other theaters. He could 
have closed at any time,” she of- 
fered. “He helped the life of the 
Center. It’s a courtesy we owe to 
the man.” 

White agreed. He said coun- 
cil needed another work session. 
He urged the city staff to meet 
with Sanchez “‘on the general 1s- 
sues” before the suggested ex- 
ecutive session. “We need a 
new version of the operating 
agreement.” He also suggested 
that the city staff get in touch 
with the city governments of 
Frederick and Easton, both of 
which own and operate theaters, 
to learn from them any issues 
that Greenbelt had not yet 
thought out. 

Davis agreed, 
transition plan.” 

White added, “It’s going to 
be crunch time. When we get 
the keys, we want to know what 
to do with them.” 

He then turned to the issue of 
oversight of the facility, which 
McLaughlin’s draft had desig- 
nated to the Recreation Depart- 
ment. When White questioned 
that choice, McLaughlin pointed 
out that only that department 
was operating during the evening 
and weekend hours when the 
theater was in use. If an emer- 
gency occurred, they would be 
the only ones able to respond at 
once, he said. He also pointed 
out their experience with schedul- 
ing and programming events and 
reserving space. The department 
“has staffing availability and flex- 
ibility during most of the 
theater’s hours,” the cover letter 
with the draft agreement says.

restorations “has hindered” this 
particular restoration “for many 
years.” It suggests that the 
model window will serve “to pro- 
mote effective window restoration 
as well as advocacy of the prin- 
ciples of restoration and preser- 
vation for historically significant 
landmarks in Maryland.” 
Design of Project 

The city’s grant application to 
the Maryland Historical Trust de- 
scribes in detail what is to be 
done to the specimen, or model, 
window: “This work would entail 
the careful removal of the ma- 
sonry above the window and the 
original deteriorated lintel and 
then the entire window unit. As 
well as installation of temporary 
security/weather barrier and re- 
moval of rust/paint including lead 
abatement. Repair of damaged 
metal framework and/or fabrica- 


tion and replacement of compo- 
nents beyond repair. Assessment 
and repair/replacement of lintel 
units, historically correct replace- 
ment of missing metal closure 
parts, salvage/replacement of 
glass, window glazing, caulking, 
painting, masonry and installation 
of weather stripping systems and 
refinishing of interior surfaces ad- 
jacent to window.” 
Terms of Grant 

This will be a matching grant. 
For the $20,000 supplied by the 
Historical Trust, the city will pro- 
vide another $20,000 from its 
Capital Projects Fund. The pro- 
jected schedule for the demon- 
stration project says that the bid 
process and selection of a vendor 
will be completed by mid-October 
and the construction itself carried 
out by the beginning of May 
2003.

Holy Redeemer and St. Hugh’s 
schools where her children at- 
tended. She then moved to serv- 
ing her community as president 
of the Berwyn Heights Boys and 
Girls Club, a Girl Scout leader, a 
town librarian and co-president of 
the Berwyn Heights Parks and 
Recreation Council. 

In 1998, Gaines was the first 
African-American elected to serve 
on the Berwyn Heights town 
council. After serving one term, 
Gaines was elected in 2000 to be- 
come the first female, first Afri- 
can-American mayor. Gaines has 
held leadership positions in 
countless community and gov- 
ernmental organizations and has 
been the recipient of numerous 
awards and honors including be- 
ing named the 2001 Prince 
Georges Parks and Recreation 
volunteer of the year. 

As a delegate, Gaines was ac-

of the county who had been de- 
nied transfers to ERHS would 
now be accepted. 

Greenbelt Middle 

The delays in the much- 
needed renovation of Greenbelt 
Middle School (GMS) have been 
frustrating, said ACE member Jim 
Inzeo. “Whenever rehabilitation 
gets close, it gets pushed lower 
on the county’s capital improve- 
ments list. We were ninth on the 
list, and then we were pushed 
back to number 43,” he said. Mo- 
rales indicated that the plan has 
been delayed because of con- 
cerns over the historical value of 
the building, which served as 
Greenbelt’s original high school. 

Another problem is the lack of 
air-conditioning at GMS. Crowley 
responded that a plan is in place 
to air-condition all county 
schools. 

Springhill Lake 

Overcrowding due to bound- 
ary changes continue to be the 
top concern at Springhill Lake EI- 
ementary School, said ACE mem- 
ber Eva Griffin. The placement of 
sixth graders during the coming 
year has not been decided, and 
both Principal Linda Sherwood 
and Greenbelt City Council sup- 
port keeping them at GMS for 
another year. 

Another concern is the “crisis 
in special education teachers,” 
and its impact on SHL. Griffin 
said the school has lost two 
teachers in its special education 
wing, which now serves 130 stu- 
dents. The group discussed pos- 
sible solutions, including state 
improvement ~ grants and 
partnering with county govern- 
ment on incentives. The resident 
teacher program is not currently 
targeted for special education. 

Greenbelt Elementary 

Volunteers continue to donate 
their time to the school and are 
used successfully, reported ACE 
member Mary Alice Carroll. Par- 


ents’ concerns that the programs 
were not rigorous enough have 
been addressed through the “Ex- 
peditionary Learning” program, 
which has been described re- 
cently in the Greenbelt News Re- 
view. Crowley said that the 
school’s status as a “comprehen- 
sive elementary school” will re- 
sult in the hiring of one or two 
additional teachers to lower class 
SIZe. 
Magnolia Elementary 

The school faces some over- 
crowding, but an ACE job fair 
drew more than 100 people and 
helped meet the school’s needs 
for teachers and bus drivers. The 
student population is highly di- 
verse, with more than 20 lan- 
guages spoken. A top priority 
has been getting and retaining 
parental support, said Mach, who 
reported on behalf of ACE mem- 
ber Brenda Cooley, who was not 
present. 

County-wide Concerns 

Crowley and Morales, who 
were appointed to the board two 
months ago, represent all county 
residents, not just the Greenbelt 
area. They briefed ACE on some 
broader county education issues. 
The magnet school program is 
being restructured, but no deci- 
sions have yet been made, al- 
though the board wants to have 
special programs throughout the 
county, and not just inside the 
beltway. “We need public partici- 
pation in this process,” Crowley 
said, adding that 23 percent of 
county students attend magnet 
schools. 

The school construction mas- 
ter plan is being revised, and the 
board is considering the need for 
alternative sites for students dis- 
located by major renovations. 

With schools opening their 
doors soon, Putens expressed his 
concern that parents may not be 
able to get answers to their con- 
cerns. With nine new board mem- 
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bers — and all serving in at-large 
positions — communication chan- 
nels are not clear, and Putens 
said some parents had difficulties 
getting a response from the 
board’s staff. “There needs to 
be a communication system set 
up for calls and emails,” he said. 

Morales and Crowley said the 
board was committed to customer 
services, and are looking at how 
other boards are dealing with 
that challenge. “It’s important for 
this board to set a tone that par- 
ents can expect to get their ques- 
tions answered, and we’re start- 
ing to set that tone,” Crowley 
said. “I hope that one day, 
people in Prince George’s County 
are bragging about their schools 
the way they do in Montgomery 
County.” 

(Note: Since this meeting, 
Linda Sherwood, principal, 
Springhill Lake Elementary School, 
has indicated that the sixth grad- 
ers will be brought back this fall 
from Greenbelt Middle School to 
Springhill Lake Elementary. In 
addition, Springhill Lake apart- 
ment students who currently are 
bused to Oakcrest Elementary will 
now be bused to the new 
Berwyn Heights Elementary when 
it opens.)
